metal. One huge piece pinned him 
across the throat, and w relief ar- 
rived it was thought he dead. His 


trachea and iarynx were completely 
torn away, respiration was imposrible,

Burdick was made comfortable, 
promptly operated upon and equioped 
with a device for breathing purposes, 
which pro from the throat just 
above the collar bone.

For several weeks the Producers’ As- 
sociation has labored with the problem 
ot disposing of the home oll at a figure 
safisfactory to all concerned, and it 
must be confesed that so far but little 
has been accomplished. Cheap oil is 
still a very evident reality, and the 
prospect that local prices will mate- 
rially improve in the near future is not 
hopeful, to say the least. 

The only promise held out by the 
Producers’ Association is one offered 
by the Oll Storage and Transportation 
Company, which is a proposition to 
handle the local oil on a commission 
basis. Under the terms of any agree- 
ment that could be entered into be- 
tween that company and the local pro- 
ducers, the storage company would de- 
mand the right to dispose of its oil on 
hand first. It would also demand that 
it be allowed to dispose of oil belong- 
ing to other parties now in storage in 
the company’s tanks. The total would 
amount to over 13,000 barrels a month 
that would for six months take prece- 
dence over the output of the members 
of the association. 3

YSTERIOUS SHOT 
AND BLOODSTAINS.

BOYLE HEIGHTS STARTLED EARLY 
WEDNESDAY MORNING. 


Comport, Who Was Wounded Later 
in Another Part of Town, May Re- 
cover—Not a Clue as to Young Milk- 
man’s Assailant. 


Lionel H. Comport, the young mi- 
man who was shot by an unkhown per- 
son Wednesday morning, at Twentieth 
and Toberman streets, may recover. 
He is as yet far from being out of 
danger, but he has made such a 
steady and marked improvement that 
the physicians who are attending him 
day and night, are amazed. He was 
stronger yesterday than at any time 
since the shooting. 

When he was taken to the California 
Hospital the physicians did not de- 
lieve he would live twenty-four hours. 
One of the most dangerous operations 
known to surgery was performed upon 
him. He was placed under the lin- 
fluence of an anesthetic, and for an 
hour and 4 half the surgeons cut 
and stitched his body, removing a 
long section of the intestines; closing 
a long gash in his liver, and treating 
a serious wound in the left kidney. 
They did not think he would ever re- 
cover consciousnesa, 

Last night at the hospital it was 
stated that he had developed no 
symptoms of peritonitis, what the doc- 
tors most feared, but instead he suf- 
fers little pain, has practically no 
fever, is perfectly rational, has as 
an appetite as could be expect 
one in his condition—in short, he is 
hourly growing better. It is stated 
by his physicians that he may at any 
time take a sudden turn for the worse 
and die within an hour or two. Again 
he may linger for several days or a

POLICE PRECAUTIONS. 

With a view to preventing a pro- 
miscuous use of firearms on slight

A greater number of policemen are 
now patrolling the portion of the city 
in which Comport was shot than at 
any time since the hold-up scare of 
more than a year ago. The mys- 
terious shot fired in that part of the 
city Thursday night te not believed to 
have had any connection with the 
shooting of the day before: but it so 
greatly excited the neighborhood that 
the officers are determined to catch 
the person who is thus disturbing the 
community, if it is possible to do so. 

STILL IN THE DARK. 

No clew whatever has been discov- 
ered to the identity of the person who 
shot Comport. The detectives and a 
number of patrolmen in citizens at- 
tire have been working on the case 
ever since the shooting, but thus far 
they have accomplished nothing. Com- 
port sticks to his original story, and 
there is a difference of opinion among 
the officers as to whether he is telling 


the whole truth. He has been inter- 
viewed time and 8 by the de- 
tectives, but he still declares that he 


has told all he knows about the shoot- 
ing. and this leaves the detectives with 
nothing to work upon. move- 
ments of the young man, his habits 
and associates have been closely in- 
quired into, gvithout shedding any light 
upon the stery. If he had any en- 
emies, he has not admitted as much, 
and the officers have not been able to 
find them. There are numerous 
theories as to the motive of the shoot- 
ing. but all theorizing is simply guess- 
work, and one man may guess as well: 
as another. The police do not as yet 
think much of the theory that there 
is some murderous wretch, possibly a

ANOTHER SHOOTING. 

Another mysterious shooting oc- 
curred on Boyle Heights Wednesday 
morning about 1:30 o'clock, which has 
not been explained, although it alarmed 
the entire neighborhood. It was prior 
to the Comport shooting, and is con- 
sidered to have had no connection with 
it by the police, who have investigated. 
The matter was reported to Patrolman 
Dyke by Dr. Brodbeck, and the shot 
was heard in front of No. 136 North 
Soto street. Only one shot was fired, and 
immediately after it some person was 
heard to cry out as if in pain. Some 
who heard the shot remember that at 
waa bame time a dog was barking furi- 
ou

was made dt daylight bloodstains were 
found on the sidewalk. The spots of

Heat and Drouth Burn 
the Crops. 


Hay Famine Now Experienced 
in Two of the Greatest 
Agricultural States. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

KANSAS CITY (o.) July 12.—No 
rain fell today in any part of the 
Arouth- stricken district. consisting of 
all of Kansas, Westem Missouri, Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory. Over much 
of this region this was the worst day 
of the long hot spell, the temperature 
being more than 100 degrees and no 
breeze stirring. Corn, oats, hay and 
potatoes are so badly injured that 
even with rain the yield would be 
short, and as the Weather Bureau 
gives no hope of relief, the outlook is 
discouraging. At some places in Kan- 
sas there has been no rainfall what- 
ever for nearly three months. 

The present is the worst drouth 
since 1860, when New England sent 
food to the settlers of Kansas. How- 
ever, the past few years have been 
very prosperous ones and even now 
the Kansas farmers are harvesting one 
of the largest crops of wheat in the 
history of the State. A great many 
counties send word that with rain, 
corn will be a half crop; without rain 
soon, no yield. A few say there is yet 
hope for a fair harvest. 

Hay sold this morning for $20 a ton, 


the highest price ever reached in this 


market. Receipts were very small and 
most of the hay which came in was 
sold some time ago in the country be- 
fore the drouth became 80 serious. 
Hay is so high here that it can be 
shipped in from Minnesota or Ohio, or 
almost any State in the country that 
has a crop. 

Kansas and Missouri, which usu- 
ally furnish as much hay as any 
three Eastern States, and at this time 
of the year are usually shipping train- 
loads of hay to other points, are buy- 
ing hay this year. In numerous places 
there is no pasturage and owners of 
cattle are shipping hay to their farms. 
Alfalfa has yielded weil everywhere 
and will be the salvation of many 
farmers. For the past five days 110,000 
hogs have been received at the stock 
yards, breaking all records. These 
heavy shipments are due to the scarc- 
ity of corn.

Times reporters have inter- 
viewed a large number of 
ladies and gentiemen in the 
city on the subject of a ten- 
hour day for working girls 
and every person thus accost- 
ed has declared in favor of 
not obliging girls and women 
to work more than ten hoursa 
day.

AMERICA SUPREME. 


An English Confession of Our Superiority 
in Inventive Genius and nn 
causes and Results. 


HE American invaders have ac- 

quired control of almost every new 

industry created during the past 
fifteen years by the growing needs of 
modern life. 

What are the main new features in 
common life today? They are, I take 
it, the automobile, the telephone, the 
portable camera, the phonograph, the 
electric street car, the typewriter, pas- 
Senger lifts in houses, and the multi- 


| plication of machine tools 


In every one of these, save the petro- 
leum automobile, the American maker 
is supreme; in several of them he is 
the monopolist. These new industries, 
be it noted, are enormously profitable; 
the men they employ are very highly- 
paid mechanics, prices rule high, and 
they form the bases for future advance 
in industry. 

About telephonic instruments, the ac- 
tion of our own general postoffice * 
plies the best commentary. When the 
postoffice was planning its new instal- 
lation, the authorities expressed a hope 
that they would be able to make their 
purchases in England, so as to help on 
the electric industry here. They found, 
however, that they could not get what 
they wanted here, and with the utmost 
unwillingness, they were compelled to 
give their enormous order to Ameri- 
cans. Within the next few years many 
million pounds will be spent by this 
country on telephonic instruments. 
What America does not get will drop 
to the share of Sweden or Germany. 
English makers are out of the hunt. 

MONOPOLISTS. 

The well-known kodak firm came 
here to sell their folding cameras, 
manufactured in Rochester, N. T. They 
built up a business so great that Eng- 
land now i rts over $1,000,000 worth 
of American photographic apparatus 
each year. This year they determined 
to crush out the feeble opposition to 
their film business. Accordingly they 
announced that they would not supply 
any dealer who sold film cameras by 
other makers. The English trade was 
very indignant, but there was no 
strong English manufacturer able to 
offer such convenient cameras as the 
kodak firm. Consequently, the Ameri- 
can makers had their own way. 

But it is in the manufacture of elec- 
tric traction material that the greatest 
triumphs of the American invaders 
have occurred. When the construction 
of steam rainy = opened up a new 
era in industry gland was first and 
the rest of the world nowhere. It was 
English engineers who designed, Eng- 
lish capital financed, and very often 
English labor constructed great 
lines of many countries. 

Today steam is hissing its own fu- 
neral dirge, and electricity is rapidly 
taking its place as the motive power 
of the immediate future. 

amount capital invested in 
electric traction @ndertakings will be- 
fore long rival the expenditure on 
steam roads. In eleven years the elec- 
tric railways of America have in-

COMING REVOLUTION. 


So fdr, both in this country and 
America, the business has been mainly 
confinea to laying down electric tram- 
ways. Now bigger things are coming. 
We have the substitution of electricity 
for steam on the L' railways of New 
York, and not only are all our new 
underground railways in London elec- 
tric, but the old lines are about to 
become 80. Engineers are already 
solving the problems of appfying elec- 
tric traction to heavy, long-distance 
trains. electric mono- railway. 
with its trains going over one hundred 
miles an hour, will before many years 
be a commonplace, and the change 
from steam to electricity for all trains 
inside London must before long come. 
This has already been done, with 
great success, at the beautiful 
terminus at Paris. 

In short, one of the most gigantic 
industries of the twentieth century is 
springing to life under our eyes. Who 
has this business? In England we 
have allowed it to pass largely into 
American hands. 

One or two enterprising British firms 
have, it is true, m to hold their 
own by filling 1 shops with Ameri- 
can machine tools, and by adopting 
American methods. But in the manu- 
facture of electric machinery for trac- 
tion purposes, the Americans are to- 
day right a-top. Their representatives 
secure most of the best contracts, and 
they are planning schemes for still 
greater conquests. As one New York 
technical paper put it. not many weeks 


important (English electric) railway 
contracts were pending, it has not been 
a question as to who, but as to which 
American, would cory off the prize.” 
About one-half of the motors on the 
street cars in Britain are American. 
For trucks the Brill Company of Phila- 
delphla and the Peckham Company of 
New York wed the field.

WHO IS TO BLAME? 

Why have the Americans conquered 
this big trade? It is easy to hastily 
blame the English manufacturers, but 
the fault lies not so much with them 
as with over-legisiation. The electric 
Industry has been crippled at every 
turn by many laws and by the often 
ridiculous and grandmotherly restric- 
tions of the Board of Trade. Condi- 
tions have been so onerous that most 
people would not invest their money in 
it, and those who did found it next 
to impossible to obtain permission to 
start any electric traction schemes. 
Corporations and local authorities 
acted the parts of dogs in the manger. 
They would neither do the work them- 
selves nor let others. 

Meanwhile America was experiment- 
ing. Early electric lines were faulty, 
but they showed the way to improve- 
ments. When this country made small 
tentative steps, we had to go to 
America for our apparatus. Americans 
learned in this way to meet the needs 
of our market. They got the start, 
and were able to put their machines 
on the market at cheaper rates and to 
give much quicker deliveries. 

English makers are certainly pulling 
up, but they have now to attack en- 
trenched and secured rivals. Perhaps 
they may soon be able to hold their 


plant. At firet they were slow to rec- 
ognize the importance of using multi- 
polar machines with steel magnets, and 
consequently they have not had much 
12 in many of the minor but 
till important principles introduced 
into these machines over the ordinary 
bi-polar machine. But they have 
learned their lesson, and now several 
of them make multi-polar machines 
which can well compete with the Amer- 
icans. 

But until we take some of the bur- 
den of over-reguiation from our elec- 
tric industry, our home firms must be 
handicapped even in the home market, 
much more go in the forcign. 

IRON AND STEEL TRADE. 

The fight for supremacy in the iron 
and steel trades is the Waterloo of 
commerce, and victory has not been 


ng a recent visit to England,” 
said Mr. Schwab, three weeks ago to 
the United States Industrial Commis- 
sion, “I told the tron and steel manu- 
facturers there that they will never be 
able to compete with the United States 
because of the unreasonable rules of 
the trade unions. In England certain 
machines are only permit to 
duce one-third as much fas in the 
United States, with the result that the 
cost of tages is greatly increased. 
The difficulty with labor unions today 
is not usually one of wages but is 
simply whether the masters will sur- 
render the control of their works to 
their men.” 

There are times when figures sum up 

a history. They do in the steel trade. 
Ten years ago England was by far thé 
largest producer of hard metal in the 
world. America took each year grea 
quantities of our tron and steel, while 


our manufactured steel godds went ev- 


erywhere, and everywhere were placed 
in the first rank. We held the field 
with all hig — out of sight. 

In 1884 nd produced nearly 
twice as mugh pig iron as the United 
States. By 1899 America had caught 
us up, last year the United States pro 
duced half as much more as England. 
During these years England increased 
her output by about 23 per cent.; the 
American output rose considerably 
over 300 per cent. For many years we 
sent large supplies of pig iron to Amer- 
lea: in 1 we sent America less than 
20,000 tons, while America sent us over 
80,000 * Last year the American 
imports rose in value 70 per cent., from 
to — For the first four 
| months of this year the American im- 
ports were worth £80,000, as compared 
with £47,000 for the corresponding pe- 
riod last year. 

STEEL FOR SHEFFIELD. 

But pig iron is, after all, not the 
most profitable article, and if the in- 
vasion of the iron world ended there 
we might regard it lightly. Let us 
take the more serious item of un- 
wrought steel. In two years the value 
of American cargoes of steel landed 
in this country has increased over 600 
per cent. Between the first four 
months of last year and this the rise 
has been almost incredible. From Jan- 
vary till April, 1900, America sent us 
less than 4000 tons, valued at £33,000. 
In the same months this year the im- 
ports were over 44,000 tons, worth 
£250,000. With a multiplication of 
1100 per cent. in one year, we can 
no longer treat the matter with in- 
difference. 

But unwrought steel has nothing 
like the labor value of the same ar- 
ticle when turned into manufactured 
goods. In the making of iron and 
steel goods we are failing far more be- 
hind America than in the production 
of raw material. We had sixty years’ 
start, we had the fleld to ourselves; 
now we are handing not only foreign 
and colonial markets, but our own 
home trade over to our rivals. 

The Washingt Bureau of Statis- 
tics has just pregared a return show- 
ing the quantit of American iron 
goods sent to England last year. 
Among the items are these: Locomo- 
tives, 84; stationary engines, 128; wire, 
13,847 tons; car wheels, 5735; electrical 
machinery, £313,000; boilers and parts 
of engines, £20,000; pipes and fittings, 
£178,000; pum and pumping ma- 
chines, £159,000, etc. These, be it 
noted, are almost without exception 
articles in which a market has been 
created here within the past five years, 

AMERICAN BRIDGES. 

The American bridge competition is 
typical of the whole. Ten years ago, 
Engiand was first in this industry, now 
England is very much second. Here, 
each engineer makes his own patterns, 
and endeavors to give his designs an 
individual touch which shall he 
distinctive mark of his work. e 
Americans have standardized their 
patterns. Their large practice in con- 
structing new ways in the West has 
enabled them to perfect their plans, 
and they have fitted — most elabbrate 
bridge-building machinery. They have 
reduced the work to an exact science, 
and, thanks to standardization, the 
utting together of the greatest bridge 
s like putting together the parts of 

a Waltham watch. Hence, American 
1 today are“ cheaper, simpler, 
better designed, and can much more 
rapidly constructed than any we can 


make.

MACHINE TOOLS. 

Turn to machine tools. The Ameri- 
can machine tool is now found in 
practically every progressive English 
works today. In Sheffield itself, the 
home of English tools, the makers are 
now vwsing American apparatus, work- 
ing from American patterns, and are 
paying the American inventors heavy 
royalties. This should be as alarming 
to those who know anything of trade 
conditions as is the other fact, that 
the American Consul at Birmingham 
frequently receives local inquiries for 
American makers of such peculiarly 
Midland articles as rivets, 
stamped, iron-mongery, 
steel butt hinges. 

The engineering strike was the real 
commencement of the introduction of 
American steel goods into England; 
the great cycling born was the be-

American automat tool. English 
firms had to increase their output. 


Some of them sent to America for 
machine tools. Others saw these 
tools, and their use spread here like 
wildfire. 

In turret lathes and ordinary tathes, 
the Americans have been erpeciel y 
successful. In the oid-time British 
lathe the workman lost time ty sui sti- 
tuting one tool for another. In the su- 
ret lathe, a full selection of tools is 
fitted in the lathe, and the workman, 
by turning his turret brings th: to 1 
he wants into use. To save time is to 
save money, and so, though the Amor- 
ans charge high prices, often demand 
heavy royalties. and theugh B itish 
workmen and misters by no means 
care for these new inventions, 
stress of competition has forced them 
to adopt them. 


PRINTING. 
Turn to printing machine y Here 
the American makers are abel t: 
masters of the feld. No fir t ciass daily 


down new machinery, would think of 
having anything but American presses. 
The Americans began by introducing 
fast automatic presser, printing on 
single machines 24,000 copies en hour. 
Work that had formerly taken many 
presses and an army of engineers and 
pressmen, layers, cutters, folders, and 
counters, and I know not who, all 
was now done by one or two. A quad- 
ruple machine, turning out 96(0) pa- 
pers an hour,.employs perhaps haf a 
dozen men in feeding, minding, and 
earting away the automatically folded, 
bound, stitched and counted sheets. 
Formerly it would have wanted nearly 
a hundred people to do the same work. 

English employers simply had to 
have these machines. They were dear, 
and delivery took a long time. Tae 
American printing machine works, in 
spite of oomstant and enormous en- 
largements. are full up always for 
many months ahead, while the Eng- 
lish machines are rusting in the store- 
rooms of second-hand vendors. And 
from giant machines the American 
makers have gone on to every branch 


machines hien Would fold from twice 
to three tin as quick as the Eng- 
lish. And so on through all.the minor 
apparatus which interests none but 
those in the trade. 

The same thing is true of the Amer 
ean machinery in almost every busi- 
ness. It saves time, it turns out more, 
and puts money in the pocket of th» 
man who buys it. And there is as a 
rule no efficient English competitor. 

7 MANILA FIBER. 

As another illustration I take a re- 
port made to an American Consul by 
an English engineer. The Consul med 
inquiries and verified tre 
acts: 

“Before my firm began to use this 
(American) machinery, the company 
had four British machines for prepar- 
ing Manila fiber for rope making. The 
combined daily ovtput of these ma- 
chines did not exceed three and a half 
tons. An American machine was intro- 
duce i, costing £200~about the price of 
each of the British machines. It is 
worked by two oneratives of the same 
class and recciving the ame rate of 
wages as did those who managed the 
British machines. It is capable of turn. 
ing out five tons of the product per 
day if pushed, and it actually doses turn 
our four tons each day. The product 
from the American machines is of — 
ter quality than from the British. Wi

WHEN WILSHIRE CAME TO TOWN.

RILLIANT POSSIBILITIES. 

The national irrigation movement 
has gained another powerful advocate. 
He is a man who “does things” ‘and 
who counts—“Jim” Hill of the North 
ern Pacific. Mr. Hill is one of the few 
men who appear to thoroughly realize 
the vast possibilities which the open- 
ing up of the Orient offers to the Pa- 
cific Coast. Not only that, but he is 
prepared to take advantage of those 


In conversation recently with a rep- 
resentative of the Chicago Tribune, 
Mr. Hill expressed the belief that 
when the 3,000,000 people at pres- 
ent occupying the Pacific slope of the 
United States west of the Rocky 
Mountains are increased to 20,000,000 
people, Chicago should become the 
largest city of the world. He bases 
this possibility on the fact that 76,- 
000,000 people in this country are sup- 
ported, more or less directly, by trade 
with Burope and Africa, having a pop~ 
ulation of 400,000,000, while there are 
1,000,000,000 people on the other 
side of the Pacific Ocean with whom 
we should trade and yet we have only 
3,000,000 population to reach out for it. 

Mr. Hill insists that the building up 
of such a trade will depend in great 
measure upon the development of the 
agricultural resources of the Pacific 
Coast. To develop these resources, he 
claims that government aid in build- 
ing irrigating canals will be necessary. 
Our exports to the Orient wil) largely 
consist of grain and flour, and these 
products must be grown on the Pacific 
Coast. In order to raise a sufficient 
quantity of grain and flour to supply 
the teeming myriads of Eastern Asia, 
as their demand for such products in - 
creases, it will be absolute necessary 
to bring into requisition the thousand 
miles square, more or less, of arid 
lands, which only need water to make 
them the most productive spots in the 
world. Mr. Hill is quoted as saying: 

“The execution of this work is the 
one thing needed to give to the United 
States the domination of the Pacific 
Ocean commerce and the supremacy of 


ress will be slow because, unless there 
is an abundant supply of food prod- 
ucts always available at shipping 
ports, it will be impossible to insure 
full cargoes and quick dispatch to the 
vessels of large capacity, which alone 
can be profitably employed in the 
trade. Every business interest which 
hopes to benefit by participation in 
the trade of the Pacific Ocean must 
be in favor of the reclamation of the 
great mountain valleys for the occu- 
pation of agricultural workers. If suc- 
cessful in the advocacy of this public 
improvement full rewards will come 
in the shape of new markets in the 
Orient, and it will be found addition- 
ally that the settlement of the west- 
ern mountain region has developed a 
local market richer in natural re- 
sources than any other portion of the 
earth's surface. | 

“People regard with amazement the 
present rapid growth of wealth in the 
United States, but this will be-com- 
parative poverty when with 20,000, 
900 people on the Pacific Slope en- 
gaged in raising grain and manufac- 
turing flour for the Orient, we can dis- 
patch large freichters daily from each 
of the Pacific ports loaded with the 
manufactured goods of the eastern fac- 
tories, the cotton of the South, and 
the food products of the mountain val- 
leys. Then a river of wealth will be 
turned into the United States which 
will put to shame the visions of the 
wildest dreamers.” 

There is nothing small about Hill. 
Whatever he undertakes he carries out 
on a princely scale. It is, therefore, 
not surprising to find that he recom- 
mends the appropriation by Congress, 
at its next session, of $100,000,000, in 
2-per-cent. bonds, to be used in canal 
and reservoir construction. As he 
shows, the money will be returned di- 
rectly many times in the increased 
value of the public land. Indirectly, 
inetrade results, the benefits will be 
permanent and incalculable. As a 
matter of political policy, the party 
which will take up and boldly advo- 
cate an immediate and liberal appro- 
priation will receive the support of 
millions of people now homeless and 
discontented, who desire homes and 
the opportunity to make a living by 
honest labor. | 

The objection that has been raised 
by some eastern farn.ers to this policy 
is met by Mr. Hill, when he shows 
that the agricultural products of the 
Pacific Slope cannot come into compe- 
tition with the farmers of the Middle 
West. On the contrary, the develop- 
ment of this section will open a large 
market for. corn and other products 
that will not be produced here. In sup- 
port of his contention for a Ifberal ap- 


propriation he says:

“A policy of arid-land reclamation 
to be effective must be conducted ona 
large scale. An appropriation of only 
$1,000,000 would be childish. Two hun-

largest city west of the Mississipp!, 
and Southern California as densely 
as is today.

LOS ANGELES, July 10, 1901.—[To 
The Editor of The Times:] Good mu- 
nicipal government suited to the needs 
and demands of our rapidly-growing 
city cannot be attained by palliative 
or half-way measures. The most hope- 
ful and economical way is to work 
along the lines of least resistance and 
to go to the root of existing evils. This 
is what the people desire, and will 
unite to obtain if shown how to do it. 
The two things most needed and that 
will command popular interest and sup- 
port are the adoption of the new 
City Charter, suited to present neces- 
sities and prepared last year by the 
Board of Freeholders; and a system of 
nomination to public office by a direct 
vote of the people, like that of the 
Minnesota and Wisconsin laws, whose 
excellence was so successfully demon- 
strated in Minneapolis. Nothing less 
will rid us of the domination of “the 
machine.” For the surest and speediest 
success it is necessary that effort 
should be begun at once to give peo- 
ple information, to misconcep- 
tions and objectiona, to unite the 
forces favoring reform and progress, 
and to take practical and efficient 
measures to secure the earliest and 
greatest results with the least expendi- 
ture of money and labor. 
Meanwhile we need to do whatever is 
practicable under existing conditions to 
secure the best municipal government 
attainable. 
Good city government involves the 
proper business management of a vast 
and complicated property for the bene- 
fit of all ite owners—the people. All 


property should not be intrusted to 
neompetent administrators. But we 
have poor government because, “what 
is everyone's business is no one's.“ 
Hence, there must be not only faithful 
rformance by every citizen of his 
duty to participate as far as practicable 
in popular government to secure its | 
benefits, but the individual must be 
helped to take an effective part in po- 
litical activities by the united efforts 
of other good citizens to dispel indit- 
ference and discouragement by prac- 
tical, judicious, non-partisan endeavor 
for securing to taxpayers their rights 
to a due share of the benefits of their 
property by the proper management of 
the municipal public trust by compe- 
tent men, upon sound business prin- 
ciples. | 
Notwithstanding difficulties, these 
results can be obtained if the people 
realize the moral importance as well as 
the hygienic and business necessities 
for the best city administration. Mest 
people do not appreciate the degrading 
moral influence of government 
upon children and young people in low- 
ering their ideas and standards of 
honor and integrity. We cannot afford 
to let things drift. 

Practicable methods for the attain- 
ment of the best results in the admin- 
istration of city affairs will be pointed 
out later. Fortunately, other cities 
have obtained these benefits, so that 
there is no deubt of the feasibility and 
success of wise and earnest endeavor

ters out satisfactorily. A report of the 
condition of the rank at the beginning 
of the year shows a g od state of at- 
fairs, as at that time the membership 
was 66,561, carrying $116,363,500 of in- 
surance, and the death rate was 11.4 
* ts thousand. The total income wis 
31.527.320, and the total disburremnents 
Of which 41.356.217 was for 
death claims. The expense of manage- 
ment was only $55,336, or 81 cents per 
member, less, with but three excep- 
tions, than any other beneficiary crder 
in the United States.

Reduced to plain English, it means 
that the employés should run the 
business instead of allowing the “old 
man to run it for himselt. 

The theory is that the employés of 
a factory or the clerks in a store 
should bind themselves together and 
insist upon being zed as a body 
and not as individuals. 

A combination of this kind keeps 
every employé on a level with all 
others so far as it is possible to do 
so. Now, it is perfectly evident that 
such a procedure drags the compe- 
tent, the ambitious and the industrious 
down to the level of the most useless 
and indolent man in the place. It lifts 
nobody up, but drags nearly every- 
body down. It places a premium 
upon incompetence, jaziness, careless- 
ness and viciousness. 

It says to the most worthless and 
generally useless man on the prem- 
ises “be just as incompetent and lazy 
as you choose; we will stick by you 
to the bitter end. You shail have just 
as much wages as we have and if the 
‘old ma.’ fires you, we will see that 
you get your job back or else we will 
leave in a body, tie up the whole es- 
tablishment and prevent anybody else 
from taking your place.“ 

A young man who enters a business 
while these conditions prevail imme- 
Giately perceives that there is no use 
in striving to be useful, or te work 
himself upward to positions of trust 
and good remuneration. He finds that 
the ignorant and the lazy get just as 
much money as he does and are pro- 
tected at every turn. All efforts to 
advance in either skilifulness, useful- 
tess or salary are useless. He can get 
only so much money and he gets that 
anyway. 

That is certainly a nice way for a 
vung man to start out Im life. It binds 

down to a certain dead level and 
kills all ambition within him. 
Human advancement is impossible 
without ambition. 
Unionism and similar combinations 
remove the only incentive for strife 
towards bigger and better things. 
If a men chooses to bind himself 
down and cast his lot with others who 
do not possess his ability and his am- 
bition, e forfeits all right to the con- 
sideration of his employers and the 
public generally. He is false to his 
duty, to his family, to himself and to 
the world. 
In this country it is possible for a 
man by his own unaided effortg to rise 
from the very bottom of the ladder to 
the very top. We see examples of 
constantly. 

A man who starts with nothing is 
found in the course of a compara- 
tively few years to be not only a man 
of wealth, but a man of tremendous 
influence in the management of the 
affairs of state, of commerce or of in- 
dustry.

The best possible advice that can be 
ven to a man is to make himself in- 
ispensable to the business as as 
he can. He can help his fellows at 
the same time—help them to make 
themselves indispensable without in 
the least lessening his own chances 
success. 


In the most successful and best reg- 
ulated businesses you will find every 
man standing squarely upon his own 
merits and seeking no assistance in 
his efforts to get to the front and stay 
there. You will find every man en- 
deavoring to do his level best and to 
make himself indispensable to the 
business. You will find no man seek- 
ing to raise himself at the expense of 
somebody else except by the quality 
of his own work. You will find every 
man asking no odds of anybody, not 
attempting to undermine or supplant 
anybody else; but forging ahead in his 
own line of work in his own way. 

In such a business the fittest sur- 
vive, as it is the law of nature that 
they shall, and the incompetent and 
the ignorant drop out as it is just and 
proper that they should.

BIG WAVE OF PROSPERITY. 

PERRIS, July 12—{From The Times’ 
Resident Correspondent.] It is learned 
from excellent authority that the 
sugar beets planted in the early spring 
in the Perris Valley have been anal- 
yzed, with results that show them to 
be 14 per cent. saccharine matter and 83 
per cent. purity. 


The basis of the new prosperity and 


influx of capital here is the inexhaus- 
tible water supply of the valley. Many 
large cattle ranchers are contemplating 
moving their herds into this valley on 
account of the cheap and ample supply. 
of feed and water. 

Horse and cattle raisers in Southern 
California are respectfully referred to 
the large stacks of alfalfa which dot 
the valley from end to end. 

The grain crop of this section far 
exceeds the expectations of the most 
sanguine. It is estimated that 275,000 
sacks will be required to sack the wheat 
and barley. The farmers complain 
that labor is very scarce. Threshing 
outfits are paying as high as $3 a day 
and board to suitable hands. Last 
week sixteen six-horse loads, with trail 
wagons, came into town from the New. 
port ranch, loaded with wheat. 

Since reading in the daily papers of 
grain fires in various parts of the 
State, the farmers are insuring their 
stacks. In the immediate vicinity of 
Perris and Ethenac there are six com- 
bined mowers and threshers at work,

AMERICAN LITERATURE 
AND AMERICAN LIFE, 


IV.—COMMON FOLK IN FICTION. 


{By Arlo Bates, professor of ish Hterature, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology.) 


HE multitude of common folk in- 

cluded among the characters in 

fiction has been one of the striking 
features of the literature of the last 
twenty-five years of the nineteenth 
century: In the study of country life 
and those which have dealt with the 
slums of towns the figures of the un- 
educated, the poor, the degraded, the 
uncultivated, have increased from year 
to year, until it has sometimes seemed 
almoet as if members of the classes 
which in real life are privileged above 
their fellows were likely to be excluded 
altogether from the world of the imag- 
ination, and novelists had been put un- 
der a spell to paint only the existence 
of the poor or degraded. 

More than cone great novelist had in 
times much earlier made successes in 
the portrayal of people in common life. 
Defoe, Emollett and Fielding to some 
extent introduced the fashion; and 
Scott’s best work is in the characters 
belonging to the lower ranks of society. 
Sir Walter himself good-naturedly rec- 
ognized the fact that his heroes and 
heroines, his lords and ladies, were con- 
stantly secondary to his servants, his 
beggars and rapscallions. He under- 
stood perfectly that Caleb Balderstone, 
Edie Ochiltree, Jeanie Deans and the 
rest had much more good warm blood 
im their veins than dozens of Waver- 
leys, Percie Shaftons and their like. 
Dickens was in this his worthy suc- 
cessor, as witness Sam Weller, Sairey 
Gamp, the Marchioness, Peggotty and 
a delightful company of Immortals for 
which in absolute defiance to the repro- 
bation of the modern realists the world 
continues to be heartily grateful. 
Thackeray troubled himself less with 
those who at the world’s banquet sit 
below the salt; yet Becky Sharp was 
humble in her origin, Capt. Costigan 
was an out-and-out robate, and the 
wonderful though painful earlier books 
like “Barry Lyndon” and “The Tellow- 
plush Papers,“ showed what he could 
do in this line when he pleased. George 
Elict. Mrs. Gaskell and Mrs. Oliphant 
in her earlier period, brought in the 
books which were frankly and almost 
exclusively concerned with the lives of 


the humble: and after them came the 


whole host of writers who made them- 
selves the historians of the lower 
classes. 

IN AMERICAN FICTICN. 

In America common folk made a defi- 
nite entrance into literature in the 
“Margaret” of Sylvester Judd, a book 
of which the worth has been recog- 
nized chiefly by critics and which has 
never appealed largely to general in- 
terest. Mrs. Stowe did her best work 
in the figure of Sam Lawson, in “Old- 


‘town Folks,“ and since her time the 


country story has come to be one of 
the most prominent features in our 
literature. Mrs. Rose Terry Cooke, 
Miss Jewett, Miss Wilkins, and Miss 
Alice Brown will occur to everybody 
as at the head of American rustic fic- 
tion. It is not necessary to give more 
specifically the history of this phase of 
story telling or to enumerate the many 
writers, both men and women, who 
have produced pictures of humble life 
in town or country. Every reader 
knows how true is the proposition that 
in number if not in importance the 
common folk in modern stories have 
come to outrank those of higher social 
grade 


In part, I fancy, this is due to the 
search for novelty: The short story of 
the middle of the nineteenth century 
dealt largely with persons of the most 
consummate endowments, and gener- 
ally of wealth the most abundant and 
rank the most exalted. The reaction 
and the endeavor to bring forward 
new types inevitably turned to the 
less favored portion of mankind: so 
that the tawdry heroes and heroines 


of the days of Godey’s Lady’s Book 


naturally gave place to the dwellers in 
tenement houses or squatters’ cabins 
who swarm in the pages of the more 
enlightened magazines of today. 
DELIGHTS OF THE FAMILIAR. 


Of more importance than this may 
have been the appeal which the coun- 
try story makes to readers either 
themselves country bred or descended 
from those who abandoned the farm or 
the village for the city; the response 
which tales of the poor awake in the 
breasts of those who had come from 
the depth themselves. The growth of 
the habit of dwellers in cities of going 
to the country for the summer, and 
the enormous growth of the reading 
public among the rural population, 
have both helped. People like to read 


| of things which they know, and famil- 


larity with rustic life has assisted to 
make the country story both intelligible 
and popular. Once I walked through 
an exhibition of French paintings be- 
hind a couple of women who were evi- 
dently from tne suburbs, They viewed 
the masterpieces of some of the most 
famous artists with entire Indifferen e 
until one suddenly exclaimed with en- 
thusiasm: “Why, that is just like Sam 
Johnson's barn!" Instantly her com- 
panion was alert, and the two became 
really animated because they had 
come to something which appealed to 
their experience. The same thing is 
true of stories. and however the mod- 
ern girl may like to read of haughty 
lords and ladies, she likes better—to- 
day, at least—-to read about folk that 
she knows and understands. 

It has come to be believed, more- 
over, that among the lower classes feel- 
ing is more genuine than it is in the 
ranks of the cultivated, ard therefore 
more sophisticated. I asked a lad once 
why he liked the stories of Miss Wii- 
kins, for which he had expressed ad- 
miration. and he replied: “Oh, she 
writes about folks that don’t put no 
lugs on.“ The feeling that polished 

or not eennine, but are 
trained to the affectations which my 
young friend designated as “lugs,” is 
one which is general and widespread; 
ard it is associated with a much more 
subtle artistic difficu'ty which at every 
step besets the artiet in fiction. 
WHEN EMOTiCNS ARE RE- 

PRESSED. . 

The tendency of civilization among 
northern people has been steadily 
toward self-control and the repression 
of demonstration of emotion. When 
we read of the old Greek demigods and 
heroes undisguisedly shrieking with 
pain or openly weeping in rage or sor- 
row, we inevitably experience a shock. 
We find it hard to regard the demon- 
strative Achaian without contempt. 
The northern ideal is the hero who 
suffers and gives no sign. The Anglo- 
Saxon can much more readily sym- 
pathize with the American Indian in 
the savage admiration for the stoicism 
which remains unshaken though the 
flesh te thrust full of burning splinters 
of pitch pine than with the old Greek 
in his toleration of the outbursts of 
howlings and execration such as those 
indulged in by Homeric chiefs. It is 
in the northern blood to be stoical and 
undemonstrative. 

In proportion

of wealth 


festation of emotion has been sup- 
pressed, the task of the writer has be- 
come more difficult. The dramatist or 
the poet had little difficulty in making 
understood the sentiments of men who 
declared them undisguisedly by words 
and acts; but where no outward sign 
indicates the inward feeling he finds 
his work enormously harder. A mod- 
ern Edipus, studiously behaving as if 
tragedies like unknowingly killing 
one’s father and ignorantly marrying 
one’s mother were to be treated as 
commonplace occurrences, might well 
drive an author distracted. An Edipus 
his own eyes and cried 
eartrending to the high gods ma 
easily be — intelligible to an fos 
ence; but what cunzing psychological 
dissection of motives and emotions 
shall make credible or intelligible the 
modern who in such a situation would 
dress carefully, go out to dinner and 
make himself fally agreeable to 
the lady he took in? This is hardly an 
exaggerated statement of the differ- 
ences between old and new, or of the 
taerk which the modern dramatist or 
novelist has set for him so long as he 
— with characters from cultivated 
2, 


COMMON FOLK TO THE RESCUE. 
One great reason, therefore, why in 
the last quarter of a century novelists 
have so generally turned to common 
folk is that in the lower levels of so- 
clety there is so much less training to 
self-repression and self-restraint. The 
upper classes have come to appear in 
fiction, especially by modern literal 
methods, as almost inhuman unless the 
writer who handles them is of very 
superior skill. As a relief the reading 
world has turned to consider the hum- 
bler classes, people of whom it is still 
possible, in the delightful phrase of Sir 
Thomas Browne, to draw tempera- 
mental dignotions conjecture of 
1 humors” by their outward 
ves. 
The literalness of modern literature 
has helped to bring common folk into 
fiction. Writers are not as a rule in 
the highest social circles. I trust that 
I do not expose myself to the charge 
of caddishness by saying this. Prof. 
Barrett Wendell has been so berated 
for venturing in his “Literary History 
of America,” to tell the truth about 
the influence which social -considera- 
tions had in the intellectual life of 
New England in the past that one hes- 
itates to touch upon a matter upon 
which not a few critics are evidently 
so sensitive. If it may be said, and 
indeed whether it may be said without 
offense or not, the majority of profes- 
sional novelists are better acquainted 
with country life or with the middle 
grades of society than with the world 
and fashion. upper 
ranks of society seldom provide the in- 
tellectual or the artistic stimulus neces- 
sary for the growth of a strong au- 
thor. Being by the spirit of the time 
required to be strictly literal and care- 
ful in all details, writers have been 
constrained to deal with those so tal 
conditions which from experience they 
understood best, and have therefore 
written less of fashionable or exalted 
circles, 
THE EXAMPLE OF SIR WALTER. 
How much difference is made upon a 
writer by his associations in the im- 
pressionable years of youth is admir- 
ably illustrated by Scott. In his young 
manhood it was his delight to ramble 
about the country among the Scotch 
peasants, consorting with all sorts of 
queer characters, and herein lies the 
explanation of the fact that his great- 
est successes are, in his own phrase, 
“borderers, buccaneers, highland rob- 
bers and all others of a Robin Hood 
description.” His natural inclination 
led him to these people at the time 
when his mind most keenly and warmly 
responded to outward impressions. 
Kipling is an example equally striking. 
The characters with whom he came in 
contact in his years of reporting with 
the army in India, the last years of 
his teens, are by far the most vital in 
his tooks. has only to contrast 


— 


the red-blooded Mulvaney with the 


puppet which he has labeled Mrs. 
Hauksbee to appreciate the difference 
between what he had lived with and 
what he had seen afar off or casually. 
Nearer home is the case of Bret Harte, 
who did nothing else so well as his 


tales of the life he saw or knew of in 
his youth, and illustrations are abun- | 


dant throughout the whole field of lit- 
erature. 

While the causes mentioned have 
had much to do with the development 
of the study of common life in general, 
the delineation of the lowest social 
deeps has owed much to the philan- 
thropy of the times. Never has an age 
seen so much organized philanthropic 
work as the last quarter of the cen- 
tury; and this has carried with it the 
most widespread interest, not to say 
curiosity, in regard to the moral, 
mental. emotional and social condi- 
tions of the “submerged tenth.” An 
abundant crop of fiction of the slums 
has sprung up, for the most part grim, 
grewsome, clever and unlovely. Art 
has had very little to do with this lit- 
erary sewer-grubbing, and indeed the 
muses must not only have fied in dis- 
may from the Hterary workshops 
where many of these tales were pro- 
duced, but must have held their noses 
in going. The mantle of charity, with 
all its proverbial width. has seldom 
been spread more broadly than as it 
has been stretched to cover the mod- 
ern philanthropic fiction. 
OPPORTUNITY SENSATION- 

Sensationalism, too, has discerned 
its opportunity, and under the pretext 
of imparting information to those in- 
terested in the lowest classes has torn 
the nerves of its readers as one might 
claw at the strings of a harp with a 
garden rake, Nothing is easier than 
to produce painful effects, and the 
slums are full of material which the 
dullest st teller may so use as to 
make the ckbone of any mortal 
start from the socket—unless, indeed, 
the pen swoon in disgust in the act ef 
writing. 

Socialism is also responsible for a 
good many of the pictures of humble 
life, especially of those which show 
the conditions of things in cities. Some 
of these have been inspired by a de- 
liberate purpose of prapagating social- 


istic theories: perhaps more have been 


written to take advantage of the gen- 
eral interest in the ideas which have 
been in the air. Vague and terrible, 
born from the slums as a pestilential 
mist from foul marshes, socialism has 
spread itself poisonously through the 
air, until its taint is everywhere. It 
has drawn strength, too, from causes 
in themselves noble. Democracy has 
nourished it, owing intelligence has 
bred just revolt against tyranny and a 
keener consciousness of all that is 
wrong in existing conditions and all 
that is possible in humanity. Philan- 
thropy has in its turn done not a lit- 
tle to foster socialistic ideas. For good 


or Ul the future has to reckon with | 


this power, unformed and uninformed, 
but passionately human, widespread, 
and above all else persistent. It has 
come into literature now as it came 
into literature in the days which pre- 
ceded the French revolution, only that 
then it appeared chiefly in the philo- 
sophic writings of the encyclopedists, 
whereas now its chief manifestation 
is in the more gracious if less intel- 

otual guise of fiction. It is to be 


hoped that the difference may indicate 

a corresponding one in the working 

out of these ideas. 

HOME OF INDIVIDUAL DEVELOP- 
M ‘ 


The causes which I have mentioned, 
and very likely others less obvious, 
have combined to bring common peo- 
ple more and more largely into fiction. 
Literature is the expression of the 
thought of the race, and even the ap- 
parently trivial changes in literary 
fashions are connected with the great 
currents of race development. The 
fact that humorous and serious stories 
have alike depended in recent years so 
largely upon pictures of life in un- 
conventional circles links itself with 
the whole question of the progressive 
tendencies of modern times. Once it 
was possible to study in novels only 
the higher ranks of society, but now 
all classes are represented: The re- 
sult of such study, it seems to me, is 
on the whole much more encouraging 
than in times of so much ferment and 
moral upheaval might be expected. 

The common folk of American lit- 
erature are necessarily developed on 
lines which vary widely from those 
which appear in foreign fiction. The 
conditions in this country are so dif- 
ferent from those in Europe that any 
social study made here rests on a 
new basis; and since the lower classes 
are at once most at the mercy of cir- 
cumstances and most open in showing 
the results of their environment, it is 
in the pictures of the humbler mem- 
bers of society that the pith and mar- 
row of American life are best studied 
by the socio,ogist. No better claim 
that America, despite many and suffi- 
ciently evident shortcomings, is essen- 
tially and effectively the land of lib- 
erty and of the development of the in- 
dividual could be advanced than one 
founded upon the presentation of com- 
mon folk which is given in current 
fiction. 

AN INSTRUCTIVB COMPARTSON. 

It is not possible to make this prop- 
osition good without specific ilustra- 
tien on a scale which is not to be con- 
pressed into a limited space. I can only 
indicate superficially what I mean and 
leave cach reader to think out the mat- 
ter for himse!f with examples from his 
own reading. 

The personages from the low 
walks of life who appear in the nu- 
merous novels and short stories of the 
day are constantly crude, uneducated, 
uncouth, as is inevitable. They are in 
fair proportion immoral, after the gen- 
eral fashion of mankind of any class. 
On the whole, however, they are ener- 
getic, of high average decency of 
thought and conduct for their class, 
and for their social position of marked 
self-respect. One has but to compare 
the peasants of Zola or Tolstoi with 
the poorest and most degraded types 
to be found in our fiction to -realize 
this; and the contrast, if less sensa- 
tional, is quite as real if made between 
American literature and the tales of 
George Gissing. George Moore or 
Zangwill. The lowest characters in 
our studies of life in the slums, more- 
over, are seldom perronages of native 
birth. Notive Americans are seldom 
so degraded as the lowest of the for- 
eign element. To social ideals the mort 
important contribution made by the 
United States is that of common folk 
as men. men individual. self-respect- 
ing even in ignorance and poverty, and 
not without some aspiration in the 
humblest place. 

JOHN HARE’S EXPERIENCE. 

An incident which happened in Bos- 
ton this winter so well illustrates the 
difference of atmosphere between 
America and the Old World. that 1 
may, I think, be excused for telling it. 
John Hare, while playing here, was so 
pleased by the hospitality F one of 
the leading clubs that he wis to do 
something for the servants. Feeing 
them being out of the question, he 
made arrangements with the steward 
to have all the attendants, in con- 
venient detachments, given passes to 
see him act. On the: first evening he 
found in his dressing-room a superb 
basket of the finest roses, sent to him 
with the compliments of the club 
servants. 

“There is no other country in the 
world,” he said, in telling the story, 
“where such a thing would have been 
possible; where men of that class 
would have thought of doing a thing 
so graceful or felt at liberty to do it. 
It showed the American spirit in the 
most complete way. They were serv- 
ants, but they were men, and they
